Diamonds, Babies and Sapphires l''loatei 
to Prove Their Genuineness.

has added this knowledge to the lapi 
dary's art. Several liquids have been 
discovered which are more than three 
uud a halt times as dense as water 
and in which' therefore, the amethyst 
the beryl and other light stones wil! 
actually float. 


The most useful of these liquids is 


methylene iodine, which has n specific 
gravity of 3.3, and in which the tour- 
maline readily floats. Moreover it is 
not corrosive or in any way dangerous 
It being impossible for the lapidary to 
prepare a-number of liquids each hav- 
ing the specific gravity of a different 
gem stone. The methylene iodine is 
easily diluted by adding benzine to it. 
Each drop of benzine added makes the 
liquid less dense and so it may be used 
to separate the tourmaline and all the 
lighter gem stones from each other. 


If it is doubtful whether a certain 


gem be an aquamarine or a chrysoberyl, 
all that is necessary is to place in a 
tube of the liquid, together with a small 
fragment of true aquamarine to serve 
as an index. If it be a chrysoberyl, 
which has a specific gravity of 3.6, it 
will sink like lead. If it be an aqua- 
marine, which has a specific gravity of 
2.7, it will float. It the liquid be then 
stirred up and diluted until the index 
fragment is exactly suspended the gem 
will also neither float noi sink, but 
will remain poised beside it, This 
method may be adopted with all of the 
lighter stones. 


But for heavier gems like the car- 


buncle, the jargoon, the sapphire, the 
topaz and the diamond a different 
liquid is necessary, This has lately 
been discovered by the Dutch mineral- 
ogist, Eetgers. He baa found a color- 
less solid compound which melts at a 
temperature far below that o'f boiling 
water to a clear liquid five times as 
dense as water and therefore suffici- 
ently dense to float any known precious 
stone. This compound is the double 
nitrate of silver and thallium. 


Its most remarkable property is that 


it will mix in any desired proportion 
with warm water, so that by dilution 
the specific gravity may be reduced in 
density by adding water, drop by drop, 
so as to suspend in succession carbun- 
cle, sapphire, ruby and diamond. 


These tests of precious stones may 


be made in a few minutes and are ab- 
solutely reliable, as all stones of the 
same nature have the same specif} 
gravity. None of the bogus rubies o 
diamonds have the same weight 
those they are made to imitate.

year 1804 women took a great stride in 
ndvauco. After repeated demands made 
by the women to the dcpxities a meeting 
was finally organized and a parliamen- 
tary group formed. Tho majority of the 
feudalist members at once joined the 
group, and many, without a moment's 
hesitation, expressed themselves willing 
to indorse tho most radical demands of 
tlio programme presented by the women. 


Tho women demand a favorable vote 


in tho chamber of deputies on the prop- 
osition of a law giving all women of 
a;^i- mid not deprived of their civil rights 
the right to act us a witness ou all cer- 
'.ificates and civil documents. They also 
rlaim tho nomination of a committee of 
•14 members to reconsider and reform 
the entire civil code, und especially to 
modify article 8, which says that every 
Frenchman shall be possessed of civil 
rights, making it read, "Every person, 
without distinction of sex, shall bo pos- 
seted of civil rights."
